The infantry activity in the recirms 
between Soissons and - Rheims has 
given way entirely to artillery duels 
in the sector of Moulin de Laffaux and 
a continuance by the Germans of tl^e 
slow destruction of Rheims with gun- 
fire. Monday night saw an eugage- 
ment of eonsklerable proportionr 
northwest of the Hurtebise farsi, 
where ttic French captured German 
fiirst line trenches and took more 
than three hundred prisoners. •

Tho most notiirable pciuliarity 
about Ainu women is that ihty hav 
tattooed upon their upper and lower 
lips what resembles a nustache. The 
women arc not considered attractiTe, 
and thoir matrimonial prospects era 
quite injured withont tfiia decon^ 
tion. The mustache is bL'i,'im when 
the girl, is quite a ciuld. It is done 
gradually, a littla each year, until 
it extendi partly acroaa- the cfaedc, 
the material naed being: the aaat 
from burning birch bark. The fact 
is cut and the black rubbecf ia. Aft- 
erward it ia washed in a eolation tf 
ash bark liquor to fix tha ceVor.

'I'Tl^taBately soaw taployen are 
brpirning to nnderptand this. When 
a man fails in one job, they shift 
him to another of an opposite type.

No for^ 
man should be allowed to discharge 
a man. He should merely report to 
a central office that the man is not 
suoressful on his particular kind of 
work.
